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DESCRIBE THE PRESENT AND ORIGINAL (IF KNOWN) PHYSICAL APPEARANCE

Bridgetown School is located on the north side of Maryland
Route 405, approximately two-tenths of a mile east of Maryland
Route 312 in Bridgetown, Caroline County. The structure has been
remodeled to serve its present use as two apartments.

The exterior design of Bridgetown School is similar to several
other school houses in Caroline County and were probably built in
the early twentieth century. The floor plan of the building is
rectangular, but the ridge of the roof is T-shaped. Therefore,
the two long facade (in this case the north and south) have a gable
section as well as a three bay section whose roof's gable 1s on
the west side. The fenestration of the facades has been replaced
with modern windows, new doorways, and the exterior is sluminum
siding. Some of the early ornamentation survives at the rafter
ends and extension of the roof frame plate.
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STATEMENT OF SIGNIFICANCE

Bridgetown School was once an active part of the Bridgetown
community and represents an earlier period of social and educational

development in Caroline County.
